During his sojourn in Moscow Uibricht re- 
ported on the dangers to the National Front from the "medium^sized" 
functionaries of the bourgeois parties * . According to this thesis 
the "small" officials in villages and towns are completely under 
local SED control, and the top zonal officials of the bourgeois 
parties are completely sold out to the SED® so that only the 
"middle-size" officials (in Land Ha,, and in large cities) are
